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1. NO COUNTRY IMPACTS MORE DIRECTLY ON THE LIVES OE 
AMERICANS THAN CANADA. 

2. CANADA IS BY EAR OUR LARGEST TRADING PARTNER, THE 
SITE OE A EOURTH OE OUR INVESTMENT ABROAD, THE SOURCE OE 
HALF OF OUR IMPORTS OF RAW MATERIALS OTHER THAN FOOD AND 
FUEL. 

3. FOR EARLY WARNING AND RIPOSTE CANADA IS A FULLY 
INTEGRATED PARTNER IN THE DEFENSE OF NORTH AMERICA. 

4. AS ONE OF THE MOST SUCCESSFUL DEMOCRACIES, CANADA 

IS A MORAL AND POLITICAL FORCE IN THE WORLD WHOSE ACTIONS 
ARE GENERALLY CLOSELY COMPATIBLE WITH THOSE OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 

5. AS A NEIGHBOR CANADA HAS A MAJOR IMPACT ON THE 
PHYSICAL AND PERSONAL ENVIRONMENT OF THE SOME 85 MILLION 
AMERICANS WHO LIVE WITHIN 200 MILES OF THE BORDER. 

6. CERTAINLY DURING THE FORECAST PERIOD OF THE NEXT 
TWO YEARS, AND PROBABLY MUCH BEYOND, OUR INTERESTS IN 
CANADA - ACCESS TO ITS ECONOMY AND DEFENSE SPACE, PARTNER- 
SHIP IN INTERNATIONAL ACTION - REQUIRE ITS PRESERVATION 

AS A COHESIVE ENTITY CAPABLE OF ACTING CONFIDENTLY. 

7. BUT THERE IS A HIGH PROBABILITY THAT OVER THE 

NEXT GENERATION CANADA WILL EVOLVE TOWARDS A LOOSER CON- 
FEDERATION, IF NOT BREAK UP. WE WILL HAVE TO DEVELOP

NEW MEANS OF PURSUING OUR INTERESTS IN THE RAW-MATERIAL- 
PRODUCING WEST, IN THE INDUSTRIAL HEARTLAND OF ONTARIO 
AND ABOVE ALL IN QUEBEC. THIS TRANSFORMATION MAY MAKE 
SOME (BUT BY NO MEANS ALL) OF OUR ECONOMIC OBJECTIVES 
EASIER TO REALIZE, BUT OUR POLITICAL AND DEFENSE INTERESTS

8. THERE IS NO QUESTION BUT THAT THE PARTI QUEBECOIS 
(PQ) MEANS BUSINESS ABOUT INDEPENDENCE. TACTICALLY IT IS 
STAYING LOOSE ON THE DEFINITION OF INDEPENDENCE AND THE 
MEANS OF OBTAINING IT (BY NEGOTIATION OR UNILATERALLY). 

BUT THE THRUST IS CLEAR. WE DO NOT EXPECT IT TO CHANGE. 
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9. IN PURSUING THIS GOAL THE PQ HAS IMPORTANT ASSETS: 

A LEGACY OE GRIEVANCES, THE ADHERENCE OE THE MAJORITY OE 
POLITICALLY-ACTIVE ERENCH-SPEAKING QUEBECKERS BETWEEN THE 
AGES OE 20 AND 40, LEGITIMACY BORN OE A TRADITION OE OPEN- 
NESS AND RESPECT EOR DEMOCRATIC PROCEDURE BOTH IN THE 
PARTY AND NOW IN GOVERNMENT, A REPUTATION FOR CLEANNESS

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BUT THE THRUST IS CLEAR. WE DO NOT EXPECT IT TO CHANGE. 

9. IN PURSUING THIS GOAL THE PQ HAS IMPORTANT ASSETS: 

A LEGACY OE GRIEVANCES, THE ADHERENCE OE THE MAJORITY OE 
POLITICALLY-ACTIVE ERENCH-SPEAKING QUEBECKERS BETWEEN THE 
AGES OE 20 AND 40, LEGITIMACY BORN OE A TRADITION OE OPEN- 
NESS AND RESPECT EOR DEMOCRATIC PROCEDURE BOTH IN THE 
PARTY AND NOW IN GOVERNMENT, A REPUTATION FOR CLEANNESS 
IN A PROVINCE RENOWNED EOR CORRUPTION, A DISASTROUSLY 
DIVIDED OPPOSITION, AND CONTROL OF THE LEVERS OE PRO- 
VINCIAL POWER. IT CAN EXPLOIT THE EACT THAT QUEBEC 
LOYALTIES TO OTTAWA AND THE REST OF CANADA ARE TRADI- 
TIONALLY WEAK. 

10. BUT THE PQ HAS MAJOR WEAKNESSES TOO. THE PRO- 
VINCIAL ECONOMY IS IN BAD SHAPE (10 PERCENT UNEMPLOYMENT, 
OVERDEPENDENCE ON DECLINING INDUSTRIES SUCH AS TEXTILES 
AND ON PUBLIC WORKS). IT IS LIKELY TO GET WORSE AS 
EOREIGN AND DOMESTIC INVESTORS REACT TO THE POSSIBILITY 
OP SEPARATION. ALTHOUGH THE PQ IS MAKING SOME HEADWAY 
IN REASSURING BUSINESS THAT IT IS NOT RABIDLY SOCIALISTIC, 
APPREHENSIONS ABOUT EXPROPRIATION REMAIN. THE OUTLOOK 
EOR THE NEXT TWO YEARS IS SLOW GROWTH AND RISING UNEMPLOY- 
MENT. 

1 1 . ANOTHER POTENTIAL PQ LIABILITY IS TENSION WITHIN 

THE PARTY BETWEEN ITS INDEPENDENCE-NOW MINORITY AND GRADUA- 
LIST MAJORITY, AND BETWEEN ITS MARXIST LETT AND PRAGMATIC 
MAINSTREAM. SO PAR ELECTION SUCCESS HAS SUBMERGED THESE 
CONPLICTS, BUT THEY WILL SURPACE DURING THE NEXT TWO YEARS. 

12. OTTAWA HAS SOME MEANS OP INPLUENCING THE STRUG- 
GLE WITHIN QUEEC. BUT THEY DO NOT APPEAR TO BE DECISIVE. 

THE MAJORITY OP QUEBECKERS APPEAR UNWILLING TO ACCEPT AN 
ECONOMIC SACRIPICE EOR INDEPENDENCE, AND THE PEAR OF 
WHAT IT MIGHT COST IS THE MAIN REASON WHY SUPPORT IN THE 
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PROVINCE EOR SEPARATION HAS REMAINED LOW AND CONSTANT AT 
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AROUND 20 PERCENT. OTTAWA CAN PLAY ON THIS BY ARGUING 
THAT THE POST-INDEPENDENCE "ASSOCIATION" WITH THE REST OE 
CANADA THE PQ POSITS CANNOT BE TAKEN EOR GRANTED. OTTAWA 
CAN ALSO APPEAL TO THE UNDECIDED MAJORITY BY PROPOSING 
NEGOTIATION ON A NEW EEDERAL/PROVINCIAL DIVISION OE POWERS. 
THIS GOES AGAINST TRUDEAU'S INSTINCTS AND COULD SET LOOSE 
VAST CENTRIFUGAL FORCES. BUT SOME MOVE IN THAT DIRECTION 
S LIKELY WITHIN THE NEXT TWO YEARS. 

13. BUT IF OTTAWA DOESN'T HAVE THE MEANS TO FORCE 

A SHOW-DOWN ON SEPARATION IN THE NEXT TWO YEARS - WITHOUT 
UNACCEPTABLE RISKS - NEITHER DOES QUEBEC. THE PQ CAN'T 
CHANCE A REFERENDUM ON THE ISSUE UNTIL LATE IN ITS FIVE- 
YEAR MANDATE, AND MAY THEN HAVE TO FUDGE THE QUESTION 
TO GET A MAJORITY. 

14. THUS THE TWO ADVERSARIES WILL GEAR DOWN FOR A 
LONG DRAWN OUT STRUGGLE - THE PQ COUNTING HEAVILY ON 
QUEBEC'S GRADUALLY "GROWING APART ", OTTAWA HOPING THE PQ 
WILL BEAT ITSELF THROUGH ECONOMIC MISMANAGEMENT OR INTER- 
NAL SPLITS. IN THIS STRUGGLE, THE PROMISED REFERENDUM 

ON SEPARATION MAY NOT BE THE KEY PLAY, BUT WINNING THE 
NEXT PROVINCIAL ELECTION COUED BE. WE DO NOT THINK THE 
PQ WILL BE EASY TO KNOCK OUT OF POWER. AND EVEN SHOULD 
THE PQ LOSE BOTH, THE PROBLEM WOULD NOT GO AWAY. THE 
STATUS QUO IS NO LONGER COMPATIBLE WITH THE POWER OF 
FRENCH CANADIAN NATIONALISM. 

II.B. THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT WILL BE MORE INWARD LOOKING; 

ITS CAPACITY TO TAKE DECISIVE ACTION MAY DECLINE. 

15. SINCE THE PARTI QUEBECOIS VICTORY, THE TRUDEAU 
GOVERNMENT HAS BECOME OVERWHELMINGLY PREOCCUPIED WITH THE 
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QUEBEC QUESTION. EVERY MAIOR GOVERNMENT ACTION - KEY 
LEGISLATION, THE BUDGET, TRUDEAU'S ADDRESS TO THE AMERI- 
CAN CONGRESS - IS WEIGHED FOR ITS IMPACT ON THE SEPARAT- 
ISM QUESTION. THIS WILL NOT CHANGE. 

16. IT REMAINS TO BE SEEN WHETHER TRUDEAU CAN CON- 
SECRET 
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VERT THE SEPARATIST THREAT INTO A BROAD NEW MANDATE. 

AFTER HESITATING FOR THREE MONTHS FOLLOWING THE PQ 
VICTORY, THE COUNTRY (THE POLLS SUGGEST) IS COMING DOWN 
STRONGLY IN FAVOR OF TRUDEAU AND HIS PARTY AS BEST FIT 
TO LEAD IN TIME OF CRISIS. BUT THE REASONS FOR THE HESI- 
TATION ARE STILL THERE: BAD ECONOMIC PERFORMANCE, LIBERAL 
SLOPPINESS AND FATIGUE AFTER EIGHT YEARS IN POWER, PUBLIC 
TURN-OFF AT WHAT IT TAKES TO BE TRUDEAU'S ARROGANCE, THE 
ALIENATION OF THE WEST. AS THE COUNTRY SETTLES DOWN FOR 
A LONG STRUGGLE OVER SEPARATION, THESE RESENTMENTS WILL 
RESURFACE. 

17. UNDER CLARK THE OPPOSITION PROGRESSIVE CONSERVA- 
TIVES REMAIN A MIXED BAG. BY ORGANIZATION AND HARD WORK 
CLARK HAS POSITIONED THE CONSERVATIVES WELL TO TAKE AD- 
VANTAGE OF VOTER RESENTMENT AGAINST TRUDEAU AND THE GOVERN- 
MENT, BUT HE TOTALLY LACKS THE PERSONAL AUTHORITY TO COM- 
PETE WITH TRUDEAU AS THE LEADER OF A COUNTRY IN CRISIS. 

AND HE APPEARS BEREFT OF NEW POLICY. 
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18. ELECTIONS ARE EXPECTED IN MID-1978, BUT COULD 

OCCUR THIS SUMMER OR FALL. CURRENT OUTLOOK IS EOR ANOTHER 
TRUDEAU VICTORY. BUT WITH THE WEST SOLIDLY CONSERVATIVE 
A SWEEP ISN'T POSSIBLE; GIVEN THE PERSISTENT UNDERCURRENT 
OF DISSATISFACTION WITH TRUDEAU A MINORITY GOVERNMENT 
COULD RESULT. 

19. IT IS THUS HARD TO CONSTRUCT A SCENARIO IN WHICH 
OTTAWA CAN TURN TO FACE QUEBEC (LET ALONE ITS OTHER PROB- 
LEMS) WITH THE COUNTRY SOLIDLY BEHIND IT. 

20. ONE IMPONDERABLE SHOULD BE NOTED. TRUDEAU FACES 
AN INCREASINGLY DIFFICULT FAMILY SITUATION AS HIS WIFE 
ASSERTS AN IDENTITY SEPARATE FROM, OR EVEN OPPOSED TO HIS 
OWN. DIVORCE CAN'T BE RULED OUT, BUT PROBABLY WOULDN'T 
CHANGE TRUDEAU'S PROSPECTS FUNDAMENTALLY. CONCEIVABLY 
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HE MIGHT ABANDON PUBLIC LITE. IN THAT (REMOTE) CASE 
JOHN TURNER, WHO HAS A WIDE IF FADING CONSTITUENCY, WOULD 
PROBABLY TAKE HIS PLACE. HIS CHANCES OF RALLYING THE 
COUNTRY AND HOLDING IT TOGETHER WOULD BE NO WORSE THAN 
TRUDEAU'S. 

II.C. THE ECONOMY WILL REMAIN SLUGGISH, PERFORMING ON ALL 
MEASURES LESS WELL THAN THE U.S. 

21. EVEN WITH STEADY GROWTH IN THE U.S. OVER THE 

NEXT TWO YEARS, CANADA'S ECONOMIC PERFORMANCE WILL BE 
BELOW POTENTIAL. FOR 1977 REAL GNP GROWTH WILL PROBABLY 
RANGE FROM THREE TO FOUR PERCENT. UNEMPLOYMENT, ALREADY 
AT THE HIGHEST LEVEL IN AT LEAST TWENTY YEARS AND BECOM- 
ING AN INCREASING POLITICAL PROBLEM EOR THE GOVERNMENT, 

WILL RISE FURTHER. PRICE AND WAGE INFLATION IS LIKELY TO 
BE A COUPLE OF PERCENTAGE POINTS ABOVE THE U.S., EVEN IE 
A CATCH-UP BUBBLE CAN BE AVOIDED WHEN CONTROLS COME OFF 
THIS YEAR. 

22. BUSINESS UNCERTAINTY - ABOUT QUEBEC, ABOUT THE 
FUTURE COURSE OF INFLATION AND THE GOVERNMENT RESPONSE TO 
IT - IS THE MAIN DETERRENT TO MORE RAPID GROWTH. IT 
ALREADY KEEPS CAPITAL INVESTMENT PLANS ON A NO-REAL-GROWTH 
BASIS. 

23. WITH THE CANADIAN DOLLAR EXPECTED TO BE BELOW 

PAR WITH THE U.S. DOLLAR EOR 1977, AND A SLOWER GROWTH OF 
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PERSONAL DISPOSABLE INCOME DUE TO WAGE CONTROLS, CANADA'S 
EXPORT GROWTH SHOULD OUTPACE IMPORT INCREASES AND RESULT 
IN A FAVORABLE MERCHANDISE TRADE BALANCE. HOWEVER, SER- 
VICE PAYMENTS ON THE LARGE FOREIGN DEBT AND A DEFICIT ON 
TOURISM WILL KEEP THE CURRENT ACCOUNT BALANCE IN DEFICIT 
BY $3 TO $4 BILLION FOR 1977 AND 1978. 
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24. THESE CONDITIONS WILL DAMPEN U.S. EXPORTS TO 
CANADA. MOREOVER, U.S. INVESTORS, EXCEPT FOR BANKS WHICH 
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WILL BE ALLOWED TO OPERATE MORE NEARLY AS CANADIAN BANKS 
UNDER NEW LEGISLATION, WILL EIND EEWER OPPORTUNITIES IN 
CANADA. THE NET OUTELOW OE DIRECT INVESTMENT EUNDS TO THE 
U.S.,WHICH EIRST APPEARED IN EARLY 1976 AS A COMBINATION 
OE PURCHASES BY CANADIANS OE U.S. FIRMS AND OF GREATER 
CANADIAN DIRECT INVESTMENT IN THE UNITED STATES, SHOULD 
CONTINUE IN 1977 AND 1978. 

II.D. NATIONALISM IS RECEDING AS A CANADA-WIDE FORCE BUT 
REMAINS STRONG IN ISOLATED SECTORS. 

25. CANADA'S ECONOMIC AND POLITICAL VULNERABILITIES 
ACCOUNT EOR THE MUTING OE NATIONALIST RHETORIC AND AC- 
TIONS. ONE IMPORTANT RESULT IS THAT DISCUSSIONS ON EAR- 
REACHING BILATERAL COOPERATION IN THE ENERGY FIELD HAVE 
AGAIN BECOME POSSIBLE. ANOTHER IS THE ROLLBACK OE EOREIGN 
INVESTMENT CONTROLS. SIMILAR OPPORTUNITIES MAY ARISE IN 
THE AGRICULTURAL SECTOR. NEVERTHELESS, NATIONALIST SENTI- 
MENTS REMAIN A SIGNIEICANT EACTOR IN CANADIAN DECISION- 
MAKING IN SOME SECTORS: GULF OF MAINE, AUTO PACT, PUB- 
LISHING AND EILMS. 

II.E. THERE IS RENEWED INTEREST IN DEFENSE, BUT IT'S STILL 
A LOW PRIORITY. 

26. OVER THE LAST 18 MONTHS CANADA REVERSED THE DOWN- 
WARD SPIRAL IN DEEENSE SPENDING, COMMITTING TO ACQUISITION 
OE LONG-RANGE PATROL AIRCRAFT, NEW BATTLE TANKS AND PER- 
SONNEL CARRIERS, AND MOVING TOWARD A DECISION TO REPLACE 
WORN-OUT TIGHTER AIRCRAET AND SHIPS. THE GOVERNMENT 
SHOWS SENSITIVITY TO CHARGES ITS EORCES ARE NO LONGER 
CREDIBLE, THUS SUGGESTING THAT A PUBLIC CONSTITUENCY EOR 
DEEENSE EXISTS. BUT CANADA WILL REMAIN A RELUCTANT AND 
PERHAPS TARDY CONTRIBUTOR TO JOINT DEEENSE PROJECTS, TRY- 
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ING CONSTANTLY TO GET THE U.S. TO MAKE UP SHORTEALLS, AND 
SLOWING DOWN ALLIANCE- WIDE ACTIONS. 

ILF. U.S. AND CANADIAN FOREIGN POLICIES ARE CONVERGING, 
EXCEPT IN LAW OP THE SEA. 

27. CANADA'S "THIRD OPTION " OP DIVERSIPYING FOREIGN 
RELATIONS HAS LOST STEAM, PARTLY BECAUSE THE STATED OB- 
JECTIVES (NEW FORMAL RELATIONSHIPS WITH THE EC AND JAPAN) 
HAVE BEEN ACHIEVED, MOSTLY BECAUSE THE EPPORT SEEMS 
LARGELY DEVOID OP CONSEQUENCE FOR THE REAL WORLD OP TRADE 
AND INVESTMENT. MOREOVER, INDEPENDENT PORAYS INTO THE 
THIRD WORLD (THE CUBA AND JAMAICA PLAYS) HAVE PRODUCED AT 
LEAST AS MUCH BACKLASH AS PLAUDITS AT HOME. MEANWHILE, 

THE POLICIES AND TONE OF THE NEW CARTER ADMINISTRATION 
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ARE MORE CONGENIAL TO OTTAWA. THE U.S. AND CANADA NOW 
CLOSELY AGREE, OR DIFFER ONLY IN NUANCE, ON MOST INTER- 
NATIONAL ISSUES: THE NORTH-SOUTH RELATIONSHIP, HUMAN 
RIGHTS, CSCE, NUCLEAR NON-PROLIFERATION, CONVENTIONAL 
ARMS TRANSFERS AND ENVIRONMENT PROTECTION. WE HAVE MAJOR 
DIFFERENCES ONLY ON THE LAW OF THE SEA, PARTICULARLY 
STRAITS AND DEEP SEABED MINING. 

II.G. FOR ALL THESE REASONS CANADA HAS LESS WILL AND 
ABILITY TO CHALLENGE THE U.S.; INDEED IT IS LOOKING MORE 
AND MORE TO US FOR SUPPORT. 

28. INCREASINGLY INSECURE AND UNCERTAIN OF ITS 
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SECRET SECTION 05 OE 10 OTTAWA 02172

PART III - THE CONDUCT OF US/CANADA RELATIONS 

III.A. DO WE WISH TO SEE THE "SPECIAL RELATIONSHIP" RE- 
INSTATED? 
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29. AS THE QUEBEC CRISIS GOES ON - AND IT WILL GO 

ON FOR A VERY LONG TIME - IT IS INEVITABLE THAT OTTAWA 
WILL LOOK TO WASHINGTON BOTH FOR SUPPORT AND FOR SPECIAL 
CONCESSIONS TO HELP IT TO CONTAIN THE SEPARATISTS. 

EQUALLY NATURALLY U.S. LEADERS WILL WISH TO RESPOND. THE 
NEW WARMTH IN OUR RELATIONSHIP WILL BECOME DURABLE, EN- 
COMPASSING. 

30. THIS DEVELOPMENT IS GOOD IN ITSELF AND WILL 

PRODUCE SOME CONCRETE ADVANTAGES FOR US, NOTABLY GREATER 
ACCESS TO ENERGY AND INVESTMENT OPPORTUNITIES THAN WOULD 
OTHERWISE OCCUR. 

31. BUT THERE IS A POTENTIAL DOWN SIDE TOO. WE WILL 
HAVE TO BE CAREFUL THAT ANY NEW "SPECIAL RELATIONSHIP" 

DOES NOT APPEAR TO ESTABLISH A U.S. PROTECTORATE OVER 
CANADA. RESULT COULD BE AN EVEN MORE VIRULENT BURST OF 
QUEBEC NATIONALISM, AND PERHAPS SOME BACKLASH IN ENGLISH 
CANADA AS WELL. IT IS DOUBTFUL THAT OTTAWA COULD FORGE 
THESE NATIONALIST SENTIMENTS INTO A COHERENT WHOLE (ANY 
MORE THAN IT HAS THIS LAST DECADE), AND THE NET IMPACT 
WOULD BE TO INCREASE THE ASSERTIVENESS OF THE PROVINCES

32. WE MUST THUS BE CAREFUL TO AVOID A PROTECTIVE 

OR PATRONIZING ATTITUDE BOTH IN OUR PUBLIC ATTITUDES AND 
IN WAY IN WHICH WE TREAT CANADIAN INTERESTS. WE SHOULD 
CONTINUE TO MAKE A HARD CALCULATION OF OUR OWN INTERESTS

III.B. ARE THERE FURTHER WAYS IN WHICH WE CAN EFFECTIVELY 
PROMOTE OUR INTEREST IN CANADIAN UNITY? 

33. THE PRESIDENT'S STATEMENT ON CANADIAN UNITY WILL 

HELP IN ENGLISH CANADA BY CHALLENGING THE FREQUENT ASSUMP- 
SECRET 

SECRET 
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TION THAT THERE IS ALWAYS AN AMERICAN OPTION. IT WILL 
HELP IN FRENCH CANADA BY INELUENCING SOME OF UNDECIDED 
VOTERS. 

34. EROM NOW ON WE CAN EXPECT BOTH QUEBEC AND OTTAWA 
WILL ATTEMPT TO INVOLVE US IN INTERNAL STRUGGLE IN VARIOUS 
WAYS. OVER THE NEXT TWO YEARS IT WILL PROBABLY BE USEFUL 
FOR US OCCASIONALLY, BUT NOT FREQUENTLY, TO RECALL BOTH 
POINTS PRESIDENT MADE (THAT WE PREFER CONFEDERATION AND 
THAT WE ARE CONEIDENT THAT CANADA WILL HOLD TOGETHER).

38. GAS PIPELINE. OUR OBJECTIVE IS TO MAKE SURE 
CANADA IS PREPARED (A) TO OFFER US AN OVERLAND ROUTE TO 
BRING ALASKAN GAS TO MARKET AND (B) TO DO SO THIS SUMMER, 
SHOULD THE PRESIDENT DECIDE THAT OPTION BEST SUITS U.S. 
INTERESTS. OTTAWA'S RELUCTANCE TO FACE UP TO THE NATIVE 
CLAIMS ISSUE (WHICH IS CRITICAL TO THE MACKENZIE VALLEY 
ROUTE AND IMPORTANT TO THE ALCAN ROUTE), REGULATORY DE- 
LAYS, ONGOING ABSENCE OF INTRAGOVERNMENTAL COORDINATION,
